Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: 

Discussed means for necessitating that the permanent magnetic material could not be the same material (e.g. 
both iron) as the binder, as well as correcting language, such as in claim 3, which unclearly could refer to either 
material in the admixture. Also noted the need to clearly show what materials were supported for use as permanent 
magnetic material or soft magnetic binder material, including whether or not the specification actually supports the use 
of any of the claimed iron or nickel or cobalt as permanent magnetic material WHEN they are used in the kinetically 
sprayed admixture. Noted that such supported clarifications to the claims would appear to probably over come applied 
prior art, although update of the prior art would be required. 

The problems with the 10/1/2003 amendment to the specification were discussed, and it was clarified by the 
examiner exactly how the directions for entry mismatched the scanned copy of the original specification in the IFW file. 
It was determined that the paragraph and page numbers in the amendment probably came from the published 
application, instead of the electronically filed version, and that the probably least confusing way to correct these 
discrepancies would be to submit a substitute specification with appropriate markup copy & cover sheet clarifying what 
is encompassed by the changes in the substitute specification.
